yond that to the elaborate rites 
and techniques of mummifica- 
tion. |

this—and so, with great ritual 
they provided food, jewels, 
robes, vessels, and the rich had 
elaborate solar boats. 


Celestial Boat 


Archaeologist Mallakh’s find 
of Cheops’ celestial boat re- 
vealed a six-deck vessel, about 
55 yards long and some 9 yards 
deep. 

He believes he will find a 
second one, since the belief was 
that the soul would ride one 
across the great are of the sky 
by day, and would need another 
one, dark and somber of sail, 
to sail the skies of night. 


He believes, too, that when 
the boat is thoroughly examined 
this fall and winter, it will be 
found to contain writing on 
papyrus of that time as well as 
artifacts and vessels. Already | 
they know of copper nails and | 
ropes of linen. | 

The great tomb, the pyramid it- 
self, was looted long ago of riches | 
which stagger the imagination, 
knowing, as we do, that a poor, 
sickly king who died at 18, prob- 
ably of tuberculosis, Tutankha- 
men, had wealth beyond descrip- 
tion piled about his mummy. 

Lord Byron, pondering on this 
looting, left in Don Juan his im- 
pression of this vast, looted 
tomb: 


“Where are the hopes of man? 
Old Egypt's king 

Cheops erected the first pyra-|

And largest, thinking

To keep his memory whole and 
mummy hid.

Burglariously broke his cof- 
fin’s lid.

Pyramids 

The Egyptian pyramids were 
built exclusively as tombs—as 
those in Mexico and other Cen- 
tral and South American coun- 
tries were built as bases for 
temples or religious rites. 

One stands before Cheops’ in 
awe. It is not beautiful, yet the 
effect of it is almost overwhelm- 
ing. I think this feeling of won- 
der, in a sense, is a tribute to a 
man himself that he was able to 
build this great thing. 

When Napoleon first saw the 
pyramid he demanded to know 
the measurements. He pondered 
them, figured, and then informed 
his startled staff that there was 
enough material in the 2,500,000 
stone blocks, each wéighing 
about 2% tons, to build a wall 
10 feet high and a foot thick all 
the way around France, Five or 
six of the world’s largest cathe- 
drals, including St. Peters, which 
will accommodate 100,000 persons, 
could be placed in the area it oc- 
cupies. Cheops built all this for 
his tomb. And, as Byron says, no 
pinch of his dust remains.

CHICAGO, Oct. 21 (®—Magnets 
are being installed in cows as 
a possible answer to one of the 
banes of the livestock industry— 
hardware disease. 

It seems that cows cheerfully 
swallow bits of rusty wire, nails 
and other scrap metal while 
grazing. This bit of animal in- 
discrimination costs the industry 
from one to two billion dollars 
annually in animal losses and 


casses at packing houses. 

Dr. Harold K. Cooper of Roa- 
noke, “a., said a two-inch magnet 
inserted in a cow's rumen—tfirst 
stomach—will remain there indef- 
initely without discomfort and 
will attract most of the scrap 
metal swallowed. 

The magnet—two inches long— 
is fed to the cow like a large 
pill. It lies on the floor of the 
stomach. Experiments with sev- 
eral animals have shown that 
the magnet prevents the metal 
from moving on through the 
stomach wall and injuring vital 
organs. 

Currently surgery is the most 
common method for correcting 
the condition, Dr. Cooper wrote 
in the Journal of the American 
Veterinary Medical Assn.

If those persons get out and vote who 
believe that the Democrats are better able 
to govern this country—on a basis of 
what the Republicans have failed to do—

is in the making a 

The national chairman is running a 
scared rece. But he didn't seem scared. 
He thinks the people will vote. 

He had a little bit to say about the 
South. In his speech at Birmingham, he 


intends ta ask the Democrats to recall 
those Southern governors who had led, or 
sought to lead, the people of their states 
into the Republican Party. He wants 
them to ask themselves what they now 
think of their judgment. 

After all the promises made by the 
Republicans, he wants to ask Southerners 
if they were not better off fighting their 
baitles within the Democratic Party de- 
spite some disappointments. 

Mr. Mitchell reminds us that the GOP 
has given us Vice President Nixon whom 
he characterizes as one of the most irre- 
sponsible men to come along in American 
politics. He points out that Mr. Nixon 
has introduced more ruthless, unethical 
campaign practices than any other before 
him.

Basic U.S. Objectives 
Now Showing Results 


President Eisenhower’s reaffirmation 
of basic American foreign policy in his 
New York speech Wednesday night will 
be favorably received. The President re- 
stated these three basic objectives as fol- 
lows: 

1, Tirelessly seeking through the 
United Nations and all other means to 
establish conditions for honorable peace. 

2. Promoting unity and _= strength 


through nations and all other means to : 


establish conditions for honorable peace. 

3. Maintaining “enough military 
strength to deter aggression and promise 
peace.” 

There are no arguments except within 
the isolationist wing of the President’s 
own party about these policies. There 
are arguments about how they will be 
implemented, These elements would de- 
stroy the United Nations, lay down rigid 
rules f" our allies to ws and whittle 


down our military strength to the poipt 
of great danger in order to cut appropria- 
ticns. 4 
Surprisingly, in spite of the sound and 
fury, these principles of American policy 
that have been developed and followed 
by leaders of both parties remain con- 
sistent. Because, of this consistency, the 
differences that have threatened to split 
the free world and leave it helpless 
against the tightly knit coalition of Com- 
munist countries are gradually being 
ironed out. 

More significant than the President’s 
speech perhaps is the good news from 
Paris, where the United States, Britain, 
France and West Germany announce that 
full agreement has been reached on all 
terms for restoring German sovereignty 
and eriding the Allied occupation. Even 
the troublesome issue of the Saar has 
reportedly been settled in a fine example 
of compromise. 

It has taken a long time, much 
money and great patience to reach this 
point. But gradually a strong. Western 
community is being forged—a commynity 
that should be able to bring enough force 
to bear to bring peace in our time if all 
problems are met in the same spirit of 
patience and cooperation.

Georgia Can Reap Benefit 
Of U.S. Slum Clearance Aid 


While most of the public’s interest is centered on the so-called 
‘private school amendment,” there is another amendment, Amend- 
ment No. 6, which should be of vital interest to the cities and towns 


of Georgia. 


This amendment, if passed by the people, will enable Georgia 
communities to participate in the Slum Clearance and Urban Re- 
development Program now in effect through the Housing Act of 1964. 


Thirty-one states, including our 
neighbors Alabama and Tennes- 
see, are eligible to participate in 
the slum clearance program. Geor- 
gia at present is not. 

At its latest session the Georgia 
Legislature passed an enabling act 
permitting Georgians to vote on 
an amendment to the Constitution 
so that municipalities could take 
advantage of federal funds for 
slum clearance. 

The Republican-controlled Con- 
gress, in passing the Housing Act 
of 1954, tied in. public housing with 
the slum clearance program. Un- 
der the act no public housing can 
be erected in Georgia unless and 
until Amendment No. 6 is passed 
by the electorate on Nov. 2. 

The passage of the amendment 
will in no way obligate any com- 
munity to have such a program. 
The whole idea is to permit each 
city to exercise its own good .judg- 
ment as to whether or not it wishes 
to have a local slum clearance and 
redevelopment program. 

At the present time, redevelop- 
ment assistance available from 
federal sources provides two-thirds 
of the cost of redevelopment, 
while the local community pays 
one-third. The latter can be pro- 
vided in services such as grading, 


building streets and sidewalks, in-: 


stalling as, water, electricity and 
sewerage systems, . 

In the smaller cities in states 
where slum clearance can be con- 
demned, cleared and resold to pri- 
vate agencies, the local housing 
authority handles the transaction. 


Millions of dollars are being 
spentin the 31 states and-—terri- 
tories of the United States for 
slum clearance and rede- 
velopment, but not one penny in 
Georgia. Let's remedy this situa- 
tion by voting for passage of 
Amendment No. 6 in the coming 
general election.

Although pressed now by 
California, New York still leads the states in votes in the national 
conventions of both major parties for nominating candidates for 
President and vice president and has the most electoral votes in 
the actual election of thost two officers. 


Just now New York is of perhaps 
more commanding interest be- 
cause of the stake there in the 
Nov. 2 election, not only for the 
two parties but also for three per- 
sonalities. Namely, President Ei- 
senhower, Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
and Adlai Stevenson. 

The big stake is governor of 
New York and the state adminis- 
tration. A New York. governor is 
always a formidable factor in na- 
tional politics because of his con- 
trol of his state’s delegation to na- 
tional conventions. A state admin- 
istration is powerful in swinging 
New York’s 45 electoral votes in 
national elections and thus affect- 


ing the outcome. In this century 


only two Presidents have been 
elected without New York’s elec- 
toral vote — Woodrow Wilson to 
his second term in 1916 and Harry 
S. Truman in 1948, both ‘‘squeak- 
through”’ victories. 

Naturally President Eisenhower, 
as President, leader of his party, 
and possible candidate for renom- 
ination and re-election, is anx- 
ious that the Republican Party con- 
tinue in power in New York by 
electing its candidate for governor, 
Sen. Irving M. Ives, on Novy. 2. 
So is Governor Dewey. 

In deciding to retire after 12 
years, Governor Dewey hand- 
picked Senator Ives as candidate

to succeed him. He has, therefore, 
a personal interest of his own in 
the contest. The election is a ref- 
erendum of sorts on Governor 
Dewey. Beyond that, if President 
Eisenhower should decline to run 
in 1956 and make it stick, maybe 
Tom Dewey would want to try 
once again for the prize he twice 
missed. For that it would help to 
have in the governor’s chair a man 
he helped to put there, 

As for Adlai Stevenson, he has 
the formal interest that a titular 
leader of the Democratic Party 
would have in seeing New York 
back in the Democratic column as 
an auspicious preliminary to the 
1996 election. As a candidate for 
renomination, which he plainly is, 
he would like to have New York’s 
delegation at the 1956 convention. 
It is understood that Averell Har- 
riman, the Democratic candidate 
for governor, would see to that if 
he becomes governor. 

This welter of party and personal 
political ambitions explains what 
is now happening in New York as 
this year’s campaign nears a cli- 
max. It explains why President 
Eisenhower set aside two days 
this week for New York. “It ex- 
plains why Adlai Stevenson is mov- 
ing into New York to campaign 
after a gruelling schedule in. the 
West.

The durable Mr. Barkley, who was denied consideration at the 
1952 Democratic national convertion because of his age and who has 
come back to fight again, is not running so much against the Repub- 
lican Sen. John Sherman Cooper as against his own birthday. 


“All they can find against me 
is my birthday,”’ the venerable 
‘“‘Veep”’ remarks to every audience 
he addresses, and he is now head- 
ing toward a crescendo campaign 
schedule of 10 to 20 political rallies 
in a single day to prove he is hale 
and hardy. 

There are numerous personal 
and political advantages which 
work for Mr. Barkley’s election. 

He has the affectionate regard 
of many Kentuckians and the pres- 
tige of former high office. 


Kentucky is full of Democrats 
and it takes special circumstances, 
like a particularly weak Demo- 
cratic candidate, to enable a Re- 
publican, however good, to win. 

With nearly every state office in 
Democratic hands, the Democratic 
organization is far stronger than 
the Republican organization. 


Farm prices are down over peak 
years.and there is serious unem- 
ployment in the Kentucky coal 
fields. Sen. Cooper didn’t invent 
gas and electricity and didn’t 
cause the drought which has added 
to farmer discontent, but his candi- 
dacy is adversely affected even 
with the Eisenhower administra- 
tion buying 2,000,000 tons of Ken- 
tucky coal to be used abroad in 
the foreign aid program. 

There is also some disaffection 


among Kentucky’s conservative 
Republicans. They count Sen. 
Cooper, who, along with John Fos- 
ter Dulles, served the Truman ad- 
ministration in the area of bi- 


partisan foreign policy, as ‘‘too lib- 


eral,’’ even “‘half a Democrat.”’ As 
in New Jersey, some of these Re- 
publicans are going to stay away 


from the polls on Nov. 2 and they 


will thus be helping the Demo- 
cratic nominee. 
Mr. Cooper himself is one of the 


most highly regarded senators, on 
either side of the aisle, in Wash- 


ington. His re-election is one of the 
high-priority ‘objectives of the Re- 
publican National Committee and 
to this end Vice President Nixon 
and other top federal officials have 
been here helping in the campaign. 

The White House has its heart 
in Mr. Cooper’s winning despite 
the fact that Sen. Cooper has been 
critical of the administration's at- 
ditude toward T.V.A. and opposed 
to the Dixon-Yates contract.

grants are made directly to the 
child, he stated. 


“The amendment takes no ac- 
tion and requires none,” Tal- 
madge asserted. “It is merely 
an enabling act which frees the 
hands of the representatives to 
avert the breakdown of the state’s 
educational system which neces- 
sarily will, follow a Supreme Court 
order for mixed schools.”’ 


Ingram said a private school 
operator becomes an ‘“‘agent’’ of 
the state in that he is fulfilling 
the state’s obligation to provide 
an education for its citizens, and 
is doing it with state funds. 

“An agent of the state would 
be bound by the same court de- 
cision that binds the state, it- 
self,” the former City Court 
judge asserted. ‘‘There is no way 
the state, by any system, can 
follow its educational money to 
the end result without having to 
follow the court’s decision.” 

Ingram predicted that the fact 
that the Legislature, governor, 
attorney general and Georgia Ed- 
ucation Commission have adver- 
tised the amendment as a plan 
to avoid complying with the 
court decision would be offered 
as evidence in the court hear- 
ings. 


CIVIL RIGHTS 


In suggesting the ‘“‘three-school” 
plan advocated in the guberna- 
torial campaign by Tom Linder, 
Ingram said he didn’t see how 
a person’s civil rights would be 
violated if he had a choice of 
attending mixed or segregated 
schools. 

Pye declared Georgia’s schools 
need not lose their accredited 
standing if the system is changed 
from public to private. Private 
schools are accredited now, he 
pointed out. The state would con- 
tinue to operate schools on a 
high level to warrant accredita- 
tion, he promised. 

However, Pye warned, if the 
courts force the schools to close 
and the Legislature hasn’t the 
power to make educational 
grants, Georgia will have no ac- 
credited schools. It will have no 
schools at all, he added.
